ACT No. I OP 1870. 

(Received the assent of the Governor General on the 14fA 

January 1870.) 

^ An Act to provide rules relating to Quarantine,

Recites the expediency of empowering the Governor General in Coun- 
cil and Local Gk>vernments to make quarantine rules. 

(1.) Empowers the Governor General in Council, and (subject to the 
previous sanction of the Governor General in Council) the liocal Govern- 
ment to frame such rules. 

(2.) Provides for their publication, and declares that they shall be 
deemed rules under Section 271 of the Penal Code. 

Whereas it is expedient to empower expressly the Gover- 
nor General of India in Council and the 
Local Governments to make rules relating 
to quarantine ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. It shall be lawful for the Governor General of India 
in Council and (with the previous sane-

for putting any vessel into a state of quarantine ;

MUNSIFS. 



ACT No. II OP 1870. 

(Received the assent of the Governor General on the 14M 
January 1870.) 

An Act to provide for the appointment of Additional Judges ai^d 
Mvnsifs in the Presidency of Fort William. 

Recites the expediency of empowering the Local Government to appoint 
. Subordinate Judges aad Munstfe in addition to those already appointed 
under Act XVI of 1868. 

(1.) Empowers the Local Government to appoint Subordinate Judges; 
directs that the High Court shall nominate, and the Local Government shall 
appoint, Munsifs ; and declares that only such persons as are qualified under 
section 5 of Act XVI of 1868 shall be nominated Munsifs. 

(2.) Declares that persons so appointed shall be deemed Subordinate 
Judges and Munsifs under Act XVI of 1868. 

(3.) Directs that the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Coun- 
cil must be obtained authorizing the Local Government to increase the num- 
ber of Subordinate Judges and Munsifs. 

Whereas, by Act XVI of 1868 (to consolidate and amend

for other purposes^ the Local Government is empowered to

An Act to remove the Agror Valley from the jurisdiction of the 
tribunals established under the general Regulations and ActSy 
and for other purposes. 

Recites the expediency of the Act, and of providing for the administration 
* of justice, &c., in the territory.

(1.) Names the Act " The Agror Valley Act/' 

(2.) Repeals ordinance of the 4th October 1869. 

(3.) States the local extent of the Act. 

(4.) Removes the Agror Valley territory from the jurisdiction of the 
Courts, and from the operation of the law under the Rules, Regulations, and 
Acts in force in the territories under the Lieutenant-GoTernor of the f*anj&b. 

(5.) Vests the administration of justice, &c., in such officers as the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Fanj&b may appoint : to act under such instructions 
as he may issue from time to time. 

(6.) Empowers the said Lieutenant-Governor to appoint place of im- 
prisonment and transportation. 

(7.) Empowers the Lieutenant-Governor to extend laws to the Agror 
Valley territory, and to make any order necessary for their enforcement. 

(8.) States by whom questions of disputed boundary shall be determined.

February 1870.) 

A?i Act for investing the Assistant Commissioner in charge of the 
Kullu Sub'division of the Kdngra District with certain 
appellate powers. 

Recites object of the Act. 

(1.) Empowers the Assistant Commissioner or other officer in charge of 
the Kullu Sub-division of the K&ngra District to hear appeals in civil cases 
from the decisions of certain persons specified. 

(2.) Gives an appeal from the orders of the Assistant Commissioner to 
the Commissioner of the Division, and makes the provisions of Act No. YII 
of 1868 applicable to such cases. 

(3.) States when the Act shall come into operation and for how long it 
shall continue in force. 

Whebeas it is expedient to invest the Assistant Commis- 
sioner in charge of the Kullu Sub-division

An Act to enable the High Courts at the Presidency Towns to 
deal with costs of petitions for certain moneys transferred to 
Government. 

Recites the expediency of conferring on the High Courts at the Presidency 
Towns power to deal with the costs of petitions under Section 4, Act XXV 
of 1866.

(1.) Empowers the Court to direct by whom the coats of each party are 
to be paid. 

Whereas the High Courts of Judicature at Fort William, 
Madras, and Bombay have no power to 
deal with the costs of petitions under section 
four of Act No. XXV of 1866 {to transfer to the Government of 
India certain securities and moneys deposited in the High Courts 
of Judicature at Fort William^ Madras^ and Bombay ^ and in the 
Supreme Court of the Straits^ Settlement, and the proceeds of 
certain estates in the charge of the Administrator- General of 
Bengal), or under section sixty of the Administrator General's 
Act, 1867, for payment of certain securities, moneys or proceeds 
transferred to Government; and whereas it is expedient to 
confef such power upon the said High Courts; It is hereby 
enacted as follows : — 

1. Whenever any of the said Courts shall make an order

An Act to enable the Governor General in Council to increase the 
fee payable under section thirty-one of the Emigrjation Act 
Recites the expediency of the Act. 

(1.) Empowers the Governor General in Council by notification to 
increase the fee payable under Section 31, Act XIII of 1864, to double its 
present amount, and to reduce it again to the same amount. 

Whereas, under section nine of Act No. VI of 1869 {to 

amend the law relating to the Emigration of

CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary y 1 — 2. 

1 . Entitles the Act as above ; states its extent and when it is to come 
into force. 

2. Repeals enactments altogether, or in part, as referred to in Schedule III. 



CHAPTER n. 

Fees in the High Court and in the Courts of Small Causes at the Presidency 

Towns, 3—5. 

3. Provides for the levy of fees payable in the High Courts on their 
original sides, and in the Small Cause Courts at the Presidency Towns. 

4. Provides that no document shall be filed, &c., in the High Courts 
exercising their extraordinary original jurisdiction, civil or criminal ; or in 
their appellate jurisdiction ; or in their jurisdiction as Courts of reference or

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revision, unless in respect of such document there be paid a fee specified iu 
either of the schedules to the Act ; (5) Provides a procedure for the settle- 
ment of disputes as to whether any fee is payable at all, or as to the amount of 
the fee payable. 



CHAPTER III. 

Fees in other Courts and in Public Offices^ 6 — 19. 

6. Declares that no documents shall be filed, &c., in Mofnssil Courts, or 
in public offices, unless the proper fee is paid in respect of such document. 

7. Computes the amount of fees payable *; (i) in suits for money ; (ii) in 
suits for maintenance, annuities, or other sums payable periodically ; (iii) in 
suits for moTeable property, other than money, having a market value. 

(iv.) In suits (a) for moveable property having no market value as for 
documents relating to title ; (h) to enforce a right to share in joint property ; 
(c) for a declaratory decree and consequential relief; (ji) for an injunction ; 
(e) for easements ; and (f) for accounts. 

(v.) In suits for possession of land, houses, and gardens ; and where |^e 
subject-matter is land ; (a) where the land forms an entire estate or part of such 
an estate* paying a permanently-settled annual revenue to Government ; 
(li) where the revenue is not permanently settled ; (c) where the land pays no 
such revenue, or where a fixed payment has been substituted for revenue, or nett 
profits have arisen, or no nett profits have arisen ; {d) for an undefined share of 
an estate not separately assessed. Provides for the valuation of the land, when 
the land, in respect of which the suit is brought, is within the Bombay Presidency, 
and explains what is meant by the word " estate" as used in this paragraph ; 
(c) where the subject-matter is a house or garden. 

(vi.) In suits to enforce a right of pre-emption. 

(vii.) In suits for the interest of an assignee of land revenue* 

(viii.) In suits to set aside an attachment of land, or of an interest in 
land or revenue. 

(ix.) In suits to redeem mortgaged property, to foreclose the mortgage, 
or have a conditional sale declared absolute. 

(x.) In suits for specific performance ; (a) of a contract of sale ; (ft) of a 
contract of mortgage ; (c) of a contract of lease ; (d) of an award. 

(xi.) In suits between landlord and tenant ; (a) for delivery of counter- 
part lease ; (ft) for enhancement of rent ; (c) for delivery of lease ; {d) to 
contest notice of ejectment ; (c) abatement of rent. 

8. Fixes the amount of fee on memorandum of appeal against an order 
relating to compensation for the acquisition of land for public purposes. 
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9. Empowers the Court to issue a commission for the purpose of ascer- 
taiuiDg the nett profits or uiarket value of land mentioned in Section 7, paras. 
V. and VI. 

10. Authorizes the Court (i) to refund excess fee if the value of land has 
been over-estimated, or to demand an additional fee from the plaintiff if the 
land has been undervalued ; and (ii) to stay the suit tiU the additional fee be 
paid ; (iii) inserts the words " the market value of any proper tyor" after the 
word '* ascertaining," and the words " or annual nett profits" after the word 
"damages," in section 180 of the Civil Procedure Code. 

11. Provides procedure in suits for mesne profits or accounts, when the 
amount decreed exceeds the amount claimed. 

12. States how questions as to the amount of any fee chargeable on a 
claim or memorandum of appeal shall be decided ; (i) by a Court of original 
jurisdiction ; (ii) by a Court of appeal, reference or revision. 

13. Empowers the Appellate Court in certain cases to issue a certificate 
to Collector, authorizing him to reftind the fee paid on a plaint or memorandum 
of appeal filed in, but rejected by, the Court of original jurisdiction ; subject to 
a proviso in case of a remand in appeal. 

14. Empowers the Court to refund additional fee on application for review 
of judgment presented after the ninetieth day from date of decree, when the 
delay is not caused by the laches of the applicant ; and (15) when the Court 
reverses or modifies its former decision on the ground of mistdce. 

16. Forbids the Court to hear any objection by a respondent to un- 
appealed part of the decree till he shall have paid the additional fee in respect 
of such unappealed portion of the decree. 

17. States what fees shall be chargeable in multifarious suits ; but saves 
the powers conferred by Section 9, Act VIII of 1859. 

18. Imposes a fee of eight annas on written examinations of complainants. 

19. Exempts certain documents from any fee. 



CHAPTER IV. 

Process Fees, 20—24. 

20. Directs the High Court to make rules as to costs of processes, and 
empowers it to alter or add to the same. Provides for the confirmation and 
publication of such rules. 

21. Directs that a table of process fees shall be conspicuously enforced to 
^ view in each Court. 

22. Directs by whom and how the number of peons in District and 
Subordinate Courts, Mofussil Small Cause Courts, and (23) Revenue Courts 
shall be fixed. 

24. Process served under this Chapter to be held process served under 
Civil Procedure Code.

CHAPTER V. 

Of the Mode of Levying Fees^ 25—30. 

25. Fees to be collected by stamps, which (26) shall be impressed or 
adhesive, as may be notified in Oazette of India, 

27. Empowers Local Government to make rules to be published in Local 
Gazette for the supply, number, renewal, and keeping accounts of stamps, with 
a proviso as to stamps used in a High Court. 

28. Provides for the stamping of documents inadvertently received ; and 
(29) tiie amendment of a document merely to correct a mistake without a fresh 
stamp. 

30. Directs that stamps shall be cancelled. 



CHAPTER VI. 

Miscellaneous^ 31 — 36. 

31. Authorizes the Court, (i) on conviction of a prisoner, to order him 
to repay to complainants in certain criminal cases the amount of fee paid 
on his application ; or (ii) on his examination ; or (iii) of fees paid for servipe 
of process ; and (iv) directs such repayments to be recovered as fines. 

32. Amends Act VIU of 1859, sections 308, 309, 371, 373, and the 
Indian Income Tax Act, section 20, in manner specified. 

33. Permits in criminal cases (to prevent a failure of justice) the filing 
of documents for which proper fee has not been paid. 

34. As to the rules for sale of stamps, amends General Stamp Act, 1869, 
section 48. 

35. Empowers Governor General in Council by notification in the 
Oazette of India to reduce or remit fees. 

36. Saves fees payable to certain officers of High Courts.

Recites the expediency of transferring the property as stated ; that nego- 
ciations were in progress for the purchase of the property to be paid for in 
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4 per cent, stock of the Goyernment of India; that the Company was desirous 
of being wound up voluntarily ; and that doubts existed as to their power 
to transfer the property in consideration of the stock mentioned. 

(1.) Empowers the voluntary liquidators of the Company to sell for 
4 per cent, stock. 

(2.) Declares that the receipt of the liquidators shall discharge the 
Secretary of State from all liability ; and (3) that upon execution of instru- 
ments of transfer, the property of the Company shall vest in the Secretary of 
State in Council.

which are to be considered or neglected in such enquiry. 

Award by Collector ^ 14, 15. 

(14.) Directs the Collector to award such amount as compensation as 
he and the parties interested may agree upon. The award to be filed and be 
evidence of the value of the land. 

(15.) Empowers the Collector in certain cases to refer the matter to the 
determination of the Court.

ACT No. XI OF 1870. 

(Received the assent of the Governor General on the 1st April 

1870.) 

An Act to regulate the Weights and Measurements of British 

India. 

Recites the expediency of providing a uniform system of Weights and 
Measures throughout British India. 

L — Preliminary^ 1. 

(1.) Entitles the Act as above, and extends it to the whole of British 
India.

Provides for the appointment of Wardens for the custody of stan- 
dards and sets of authorized Weights and Measures ; their ^suspension and 
removal. 

(13.) Directs that Weights, Measures, and Balances shall be periodically 
submitted to a Warden for verification.

THE NATIVE PASSENGER SHIP ACT, 1870. 



ACT No. XII OF 1870. 

(^Received the assent of the Governor General on the 1st April 

1870.) 

An Act for the regulation of Native Passenger Ships, and of 
^ Steam Vessels intended to convey Passengers on coasting 
voyages. 

Recites the necessity of preventing abuses which had occurred in over- 
crowding Native Passenger Ships, and of providing for the regulation of such 
Ships and of Steam Vessels carrying Passengers on coasting voyages. 

CHAPTER I.—Preliminary, 1—4. 

(1.) Entitles the Act as above. 

(2.) States to whom the Act shall extend, and exempts Ships-of-War, and 
sea-going Steam Vessels carrying public mails, from the operation of the Act. 

(3.) Repeals Act XXI of 1858, and amends Act II of 1860, section 1. 

(4.) Interprets the words "Magistrate," "Local Government," "Master," 
"Native Passenger Ship." 

CHAPTER JI.—Rule8 as to Native Passenger Ships, 5—26. 

(5.) Directs that Native Passenger Ship shall only sail from, or receive 
Passengers at, such ports as the Local Government shall appoint, and then (6) 
only after obtaining a certificate from an officer authorized to grant it. 

(7.) Prescribes a penalty for acta done in contravention of sections 5 
and 6, and empowers any Chief Officer of Customs, within the time specified, 
to seize and detain a ship till penalty is adjudicated and enforced. 

($.) Empowers Local Government to appoint officers for the purposes of 
the Act. 
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(9.) Diredts Mastca? to git^e at least tbve« daja' previous notioe of diij of 
saiUng and destinfttioii. 

(10.) Etopowers Oflic«r to enter and inspect Ship, &c., punishes any 
person impeding or refusing to allow such inspection; and (11) authorizes 
Officer to direct a survey. 

(12.) Forbids the granting of a certificate till the Officer is satisfied (a) 
that the Ship is sea- worthy ; (b) that the space between-decks for passengers, 
and (c) in the upper deck, is of the specified dimensions ; and (rf) that there 
is a proper supply of provisions, &c., according to scale. 

(19.) Limits the number of passengers to be carried. 

(14.) Directs that Master shall sign two lists of passengers and two of the 
crew for the purposes specified, and provides for a penalty on the Master failing 
to comply with the requirements of this section. 

(15.) Dkects that Master of Slap taking additional Paes^agers attd 
touching at an intermediate Port shall obtain a fresh certificate at such Port, 
or be liable to punishment. 

(16.) Punishes Master for making or suffering an alteration in Ship^ aftet 
certificate has been obtained. ^ 

(17.) Directs officer at Port touched at, or at Port of destination, to 
transmit information to Ports of embarkation. 

(18.) Report of Consul at Foreign Ports, and other documents of the 
nature specified received in evidence ; also (19) the depositions of witnesses, 
who cannot be produced with a prisoner, in criminal proceedings. 

(20.) Length of voyage to be fixed by proclamation issued and published 
as directed. 

(^l.) States what quantity of provisions and water shall be shipped for 
the use of the passengers^; but (22) states that the requirements of this Act aa 
to provisions for passengers shall not apply to such as may have contracted to 
supply their own provisions. 

(23.) Infficts penalty on Ships bringing an excessive number of pasi^en- 
gers from certain Foreign Ports to Indian Ports.

ACT No. XVI OF 1870. 

(Received the assent of the Governor General on the 5th April 

1870.) 

An Act for imposing duties on Income and Promts, 

Recites the purpose of the Act. 

FART l.—Preliminati/, 1—5. 

(1.) Entitles the Act as above. States its extent: when it shall come 
into operation, and the duration of its continuance. 
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(2.) Repeals Acts mentioned in the 3rd Schedule to the extent there 
specified. 

(3.) Interprets the words "Magistrate," "Company," "Firm," "Per- 
son," "Defaulter," "Collector."

Empowers Governor General in Council by order to exempt any 
tribe or class from its operation, or to revoke such order ; and declares that 
such orders shall be published in Gazette of India,

(8.) Directs that the duty shall be deducted from the pay of Govern- 
ment officials and pensioners, and (9) from the pay of servants and pensioners 
of Companies and Municipalities by the Treasurer or other Officer. 

(9.) Directs Treasurer, &c., to pay such amounts over to Government. 
Indemnifies Company, &c., for all such deductions. Directs Treasurer, &c., 
to make annual return. 

(10.) Directs that duty not deducted on payment in April 1870, shall be 
deducted on some subsequent payment.

(11.) States what payment shall be made by the Treasurer (a) of Ship- 
ping Companies, (b) of other Companies, and directs him to prepare a state- 
ment of the result of the accounts of the Company, if made up ; and if no 
accounts have been made up within the year, directs that a return ofnett 
profits of the previous year shall be delivered.

Directs trustees, agents, &c., to fiirnish statements of incomes 
in their charge ; and (15), that Receivers, Managers, Courts of Wards, Adminis- 
trators General, and Official Trustees shall be chargeable in respect of incomes 
under their control. Empowers (16) such persons to retain duties chargeable 
on them, and indemnifies them for so doing. 

(17.) Empowers the Collector to issue notice requiring a return of 
income and profits, and (18) states how return shall be made. 
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(19.) Directs every person, when required, to furnish lists of his lodgers 
or employes, their residence and incomes. 

(20.) Empowers Collector to determine who shall be chargeable under 
this part, and states (21) how computation shall be made when the party 
assessed becomes chargeable for the first time within the year of assessment. 

(22.) Directs Collector to serve notice on person to be charged, containing 
the particulars specified, and (23) empo\v%rs the Collector to grant receipts, which 
(24) shall he prima facie proof of the matters ordered to be set out therein. 

(25.) Empowers person objecting to assessment to petition the Collector, 
subject to a certain proviso : the petition to be in prescribed form and 
verified as a plaint. 

(26.) Prescribes procedure for hearing petition; (27) gives an appeal 
from order of Collector on payment of amount assessed ; directs that necessary 
documents shall accompany appeal ; exempts copies of petition and order from 
the operation of the Court Fees Act, and directs that when appeal is in 
favour of petitioner, fees and excess duty paid by him shall be refunded. 

(28.) Empowers Collector to summon persons able to give necessary 
information, and (29) in certain cases to issue a fresh notice and make a fresh 
assessment.

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EXEMPTION FROM GXTSTOMS DUTIES. 



ACT No. XVIII OP 1870. 

{Received the assent of the Governor General on the 5th July 

1870.) 

An Act to enable the Government of India to exempt goods from 

customs duties. 

Preamble. States the object of the Act. 

(1 .) Empowers the GU)vemor General in Council, by notification, to exempt 
goods from customs duties, and in like manner to cancel such exemption. 

For the purpose of enabling the Governor General of India

An Act to regulate the Wills of Hindus, Jainasy Sikhs, and Bud- 
dhists in the Lower Provinces of Bengal, and in the towns of 
Madras and Bombay. 

Recites the object and expediency of the Act.

(2.) Applies certain sections and parts of the Indian Succession Act to

An Act to confirm certain laws affecting European British 

subjects.

Confirms Acts passed by the Local Govermnents of Madras, Bombay, 
and Bengal, so &r as they affect European British subjects. 

(2.) Declares that Acts passed by the Governor General in Council confer- 
ring summary jurisdiction over offences shall apply to European British subjects. 

(3.) Amends Act XYIII of 1859, sections 1, 2, and 4. 

(4.) Fkwserves the ordinary jurisdiction of Magbtrates as to punishment, 
and gives no jurisdiction to Magistrates who are not Justices of the Peace. 

(5.) Indemnifies Magistrates, &c., for acts done by them whic^ m%ht 
have been lawful had this Act been in ^rce. 

Whersab the Governors of the Presidencies of Fort St. 
George and Bcmibay in Council^ and the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in Coun- 
cil, have severally passed divers Acts purporting to i^plj gener- 
ally to all persons within the local extent of the s»d Acts ; and 
whereas doubts have been raised as to the validity of sudi Acts 
in so far as they affect to render European British subjects liable 
to be convicted and punished by tribunals other than the High

to European British subjects of certain Acts of the Governor 
General in Council : For the purpose of removing such doubts, 
it is hereby enacted as follows : —

An Act to relieve from incumbrances the estates of Taluqddrs

( Received the assent of the Governor General on the ird October

An Act to legalize the levy of certain duties on timber imported

Recites that duties were levied in 1864 and 1865 on timber imported into 
Maulmain by the River Salween : that doubts existed as to their legality, and 
the expediency of remoring such doubts*

THE PRISONS ACT, 1870. 



ACT No. XXVI OP 1870. 

{Received the assent of the Governor General on the 3rd October 

1870.) ^ 

An Act to amend the Law relating to Prisons. 

Recites the expediency of amending the law relating to prisons in the North- 
Western Provinces, Fanj4b, Oudh, Central Provinces, and British Burma. 

CHAPTER l.—Preliminary, 1—3. 

(1.) Entitles Act as above : extends it to the North- Western Provinces, 
Panj4b, Oudh, Central Provinces, and British Burma, from 1st Deoember 1870. 
(2.) Repeals enactments in schedule to extent mentioned therein. 
(3.) Interprets words " prison," " criminal prisoner," " civil prisoner." 
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CHAPTER IL-^Maintenance and Officers of Prisons, 4~9v 
(4.) Directs Local Government to provide accommodation for prisoners, and 
(5.) for their temporary shelter and safe keeping in certain cases. 
(6.) States by whom, in the several provinces mentioned, Inspectors General 
of Prisons shall be appointed. . 

(7.) States what officers shall be appointed for any prison, and (8) by 
whom. 

(9.) Directs the Local Governments to fix salaries of officers, and states by 
whom they may be suspended or dismissed. 

CHAPTER lU.— Duties of Officers, 10—25. 

(10.) All officers to obey Superintendent. Subordinate officers to be sub- 
ject to Gaoler; and their duties to be inserted in a book kept by him. 

(11.) Prohibits any officer selling or letting any article to prisoners, or (12) 
entering into contracts with or benefiting by sales on behalf of prisoners.

(13.) Enumerates his duties. 

Medical Officer, 14 — 17. 

(14.) Empowers Local Government to make rules as to Medical Officer's 
duties in the matters specified, which he shall obey. 

(15.) Directs Medical Officer to report special cases to Superintendent, 
and (16) record in writing particulars as to the death of any prisoner. 

(17.) Vests Deputy Medical Officer with the powers of a Medical Officer, 
and empowers Local Government in certain cases to appoint a Subordinate 
Medical Officer who shall perform the duties of a Medical Officer.

(18.) Directs that Gaoler shall ordinarily reside in the prison, and shall not, 
except with the sanction of Inspector General, be concerned in any other 
employment.

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AMENDMENT OF INDIAN PENAL OODK 



ACT No. XXVII OF 1870. 

{Received the assent of the Governor General on the 25th 
November 1870.) 

An Act to amend the Indian Penal Code, 
Recites the purpose of the Act. 

(1.) Substitutes a new section 34 for that now in force, stating liability of 
each of several persons for acts done by them in furtherance of a common 
object. 

(2.) Substitutes a new section 40 for that now in force, interpreting the 
word " offence.'* 

(3.) Construes section 56 of the Penal Code with a proviso as to sen- 
tences on Europeans or Americans. 

(4.) Punishes conspiracy to commit offences under section 121 by 
inserting a new section (121 4) after that section. 

(5.) Punishes any person exciting disaffection against the Government 
by inserting a new section (124 A) after section 124 of the Penal Code. 

(6.) Adds an "Explanation" to section 131 of the Penal Code. 

(7.) Inserts the words "or the law of England" after the words "by 
this Code" in sections 194 and 195. 

(8.) Amends sections 222, 223, in manner specified. 

(9.) Punishes person escaping from custody to which he has been com- 
mitted for failing to furnish security for good behaviour, by inserting a new 
section (225A) after section 225 of the Penal Code. 

(10.) Inserts section 294 A for the punishment of persons keeping an 
unauthorized lottery office. 

(11.) Renders attempts at murder under section 307 by life-convicts, when 
hurt is caused, punishable with death. 

(12.) Punishes causing of death by negligence by inserting a new sec- 
tion (304A). 

(13.) Applies Chapters IV, V, and XXIII of Penal Code to sections 
12 1 A, 294 A, and 304A, and Chapters IV and V to sections 124A and 225A. 
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(14.) ProBecutions under sections 121 A, 124 A, and 294 A, must be on the 
authority of the Local Goyerument. 

(15.) Saves special and local laws. 

(16.) Diifdats that the 1st Schedule shall be deemed part of the Schedule 
to the Code of Criminal Procedure. 

(17.) Repeals enactments in 2nd Schedule to the extei^ mentioned 
therein.
